religion is to be supreme at some 
time then there must be fullness of 
joy in it or human history will culmi­ 
nate not in happiness but in disaster.

Our happiest momenta 
mo­ 
ments have not been our idle or selfish 
ones but our most 
unselfish and 
christian ones, lf God is the christian 
man’s father then God’s world is his 
inheritance. 
Poetry, 
music, 
art, 
laughter, social enjoyment all belong 
to the christian. 
If there were no 
evil in the world every pleasure would 
be a Christian pleasure. 
But there is 
evil. 
Many of life’s wholesome pleas­ 
ures are stained by abuse aud over 
indulgence. Then it be cames the joy 
of the christian life to leave those 
things which in jure men; for troths 
take and for the kingdom’s sake, not 
to deny ourselves, but to honor our- 
aelves by refusing to indulge in those 
pleasures which tske our brothers’ 
lives. Some day these misused pleas­ 
ures may be reclaimed, then they 
shall be ours. 
Self indulgence is not 
happiness. 
The most joyous life is 
. the li'e which serves. 
Now, if there is so much joy in re­ 
ligion, how is it that so many have 
eome to think of it not as lo happi­ 
ness bat a thing of gloom?

TO LABOR REFORMERS. 


0*11 Issued fo r Convention to Bo Held 
e t St. Louis In May. 
S t Louis, Mo., Feb. 7.—A call for the 
“first regular annual united labor and 
labor reform convention," to be held 
in S t Louis on Monday, May 2, 1898, 
has been issued. 
The convention was called for the 
following purposes: 
1. To consider and adopt measures 
I to secure closer union between all ad­ 
vocates of labor reform. 
2. To adopt an efficient system of re­ 
sisting the encroachment of the judi­ 
ciary upon the liberties of our people 
and to abolish government by injunc­ 
tion. 
3. To unite all our efforts in support 
of every movement for the betterment 
of industrial conditions not inconsist­ 
ent with each other. 
4. To consider the political situation 
in relation to interests of the producers, 
and to take any necessary action there­ 
on. 
5. To establish closer and more sym­ 
pathetic relations between the support­ 
ers of isolated attempts at self-help by 
co-operative colonies and industries. 
6. To impress upon the American 
people the pre-eminent importance of 
the system of direct legislation 
(in­ 
cluding the initiative, referendum, im-* 
perative mandate and proportional rep% 
resentation) as the only means of re­ 
storing the liberties of the people, and 
as the only issue whereby all reform 
elements can be cemented into hearty 
political union without compromise of 
principles. 
7. The basis of representation shall 
be one delegate from each bona fide lo­ 
cal organization in actual 
existence 
which has for one of its fundamental 
objects the promotion of industrial and 
social reform. 


TEST FOR IMMIGRANTS. 


Republican Members Agree. 
Washington, Feb. 7.—With one ex­ 
ception, the twelve republican mem­ 
bers of the committee on banking and 
currency have practically agreed to re­ 
port a measure embodying merely the 
three principal financial recommenda­ 
tions of the President’s message, pro­ 
vided an agreement on a broader meas­ 
ure cannot be reached. 
It was voted 
unanimously that in any measure to 
be reported by the committee no legis­ 
lation in reference to silver coinage 
should be contemplated. By a vote of 
6 to 5 it was declared that the green­ 
backs should be retired.

f bill, which he will offer as soon as the 
immigration debate is opened. Con­ 
cerning the substitute Mr. Corliss says: 
“I do not approve of the narrow 
educational test embraced in the Lodge 
bill. We cannot afford in this coun­ 
try to base our standard of humanity 
upon the educational test either in the 
application of our laws to immigration, 
civil service or citizenship. 
“The test that should be applied to 
every human being seeking a borne 
upon American soil should be: Does 
the human being possess a character 
and mind sufficiently honorable and in­ 
telligent to become amalgamated with 
the spirit of American institutions and 
American manhood?"

Washington, Feb. 7.—It 'is under­ 
stood that W. J. Calhoun has signified 
to the president that he is willing to 
accept the vacant place on the inter­ 
state commerce commission, and that 
he will almost certainly be appointed.
